Batavia, N. E. I., Jan. 23 (A P )— Dutch heavy bombers 
and dive-bombers scored 12 direct hits on eight Japanese war­ 
ships and transports in the M acassar straits between the is­ 
lands of Borneo and Celebes, it was announced officially today. 
A communique released through the news agency Aneta : 
said 660-pound bombs were dropped directly on a large war- eastern edge of Gettysburg. 
ship. a heavy cruiser, a smaller cruiser and a large transport, 
while dive-bombers scored with their 175-pound bombs on a 
destroyer and three transports. 
The Dutch suffered no losses, it was announced. 
(Such.a force of Japanese warships in those waters indi­ 
cated the Japanese might be sending a fleet of transports, j 
perhaps to Balik Japan, on the east coast of Borneo, where 
tne Dutch have destroyed valuable oil wells and oil stores.) 
The N etherlands E ast Indies command announced in its j 
regular com munique that Dutch aircraft yesterday attacked 
Kuching, Japanese-occupied capital of Sarawak, again bomb­ 
ing storage yards which were set on fire. 
The Dutch also said 27 enemy lighters attacked the air­ 
drome at Palembang, on the island of Sum atra, this morning 
and wounded two persons. 
During a light bombardment at Sabang, an island oil the 
northern tip of Sum atra, a small abandoned ship was sunk, 
tin* Dutch said. 
They added attem p ts to bomb two more 
ships failed.

The Qovernmcnt’s Point Of 
View On Travel This Year

This capital has already settled down with calm firmness 
lo the stern business of winning this war. 
A united and determined Nation shares the intense convic­ 
tion of its leaders here that our victory program takes pre- 
I cd» lice o\ cr all else. 
Inextricably associated with this thought is the encourag­ 
ing realization that travel is one industry which can continue 
and perhaps even expand, without im pairing our war efforts. 
At first glance this idea may seem startling and even 
paradoxical. 
Travel leaders who rem em ber the experiences 
of World W ar I, know that it is not. Realistic analysis dis­ 
closes th a t the Nation, as in 1917, will need the wholesome 
tonic of recreational travel as one of the greatest sustaining 
forces of the national morale. 
More than a year ago the United States I ravel bureau 
launched the slogan: “Travel Strengthens America. It Builds 
the N ation’s Health, Wealth and Unity.” 
The American 
travel industry, awake to its responsibilities in a critical 
period, took up this credo and gave it high visibility. 
No Priorities on Travel 
With our country actually at war, particular emphasis is 
now given to the reaffirmation of these principles. 
Along with the sweeping realization th a t nothing m ust 
impede our conduct of a struggle that was treacherously 
forced upon us, conies the conviction that there are no priori­ 
ties on travel. 
We can be guided here by the graphic dem onstration of

MacArthur Stops 
Jap A ttacks O n 
Batan Peninsula 


Washington, Jan. 23 (A P )—General Douglas M acA rthur 
reported to the W ar departm ent today tile repulse of all 
Japanese attacks on the Batan peninsula in the Philippines 
which he said had been extrem ely heavy in the p a s t 24 hours. 
The W ar departm ent said in a communique th a t appar­ 
ently the enemy was m aking continuous assaults without re­ 
gard to losses with intent to crush the American-Filipino 
defenders by sheer force of numbers. 
Japanese assault troops have been strongly reinforced. 
th e communique said. 
M eanwhile reports from the southern Philippine island of 
Mindanao, more than 500 miles south of the struggle oil 
Luzon, were that the Japanese had organized a local military 
force composed of some 10,000 Japanese residents of that 
locality. 
Davao, on Mindanao, is a city populated largely by Jap a­ 
nese, who for years have dominated the production of Manila

crude rubber for a wide variety of 
I “essential” civilian goods be reduced 
about 75 ixr cent below recent an- 
: anal consumption. 
After February I. the order stipu­ 
lated, all products not on the list 
may be manufactured 
only from 
reclaimed rubber. 
It was this provision w hie ti Im ­ 
pended girdles. 
Reclaimed 
rubber, 
experts suy, cannot be used satis- 
faetorlly in material which is sub­ 


ject to recurrent stretching. Af mr 
a few stretches, it doesn’t bounce 
buck into situpc.

Japs Continue To 
Blast Naval Base; 
Heavy Casualties 


(By The Associated Press) 
Singapore, Jan. 23— British, Australian and Indian sol­ 
diers who have cheeked the main Japanese Army for three 
days threw their full and desperate weight today into a 
tremendous counter-offensive which blazed some 80 miles 
across the state of Johore. 
Artillery crashed on the eastern Malay coast; forward 
troops were fighting the Japanese in the center and in western 
Malaya, which held the greatest threat to Singapore; the 
Australians and British were locked in close quarter fighting 
with the Japanese. 
The British command communique acknowledged th a t 
there were indications the Japanese were filtering into the 


c o a s ta l regions in the Batu Bahut area, 60 miles northwest 
of Singapore, but the main action was being fought out 
around Bukit Bayong, a hill area some nine miles north of 
Bat ii Pahut. 
Singapore Casualties 
The Japanese were throwing planes over all sections of 
th»* front and once more raided Singapore, where in the last 
three days their bombs have been officially credited with kill­ 
ing 126 persons and wounded 1,049. 
(A military com mentator in London said the Japanese 
in Ii Berat ions eastward from the Batu Pahat area likely meant 
un attem pt at u pincer movement to join with other Ja p a ­ 
nese forces seeking to press tile British back in the central 
sector.)

THE SMALL HIDDEN PICTURE 
In going through an art gallery 


I am always intrigued by the small- 
er pictures—those hung in corners, 
or away from the more dominant 
ones, as though they appeared too 
shy for the hangers to give them 
more prominence. 


And what revelations! So fre- 


quently these hidden pictures have 
far more soul and expressed feel- 
ing than the larger, prominently 
hung ones. Why, I wonder? Cer- 
tainly bigness or canvas space does 
not signify either great or important 
art. 


I was surprised when I first viewed 


'the original Whistler's "Portrait of 
My Mother," and Winslow Homer's 
magnificent "Eight Bells." Neither 
a large canvas—but what pictures 
they are! They are more than paint- 
ings. They are expressions of the 
heart and soul of two great artists. 


I still carry in my memory an 


exhibition of very fine paintings by 
an artist that I had never known 
about before. There seemed to be 
something fresh and vibrant, as 
well as vital in all he did—taut in 
a far corner was 'a charming little 
painting of a child's head that more 
people looked at than any others. 
It had already been sold or else 
I am sure I would have been strong- 
ly tempted, at least to buy it. It 
was undoubtedly an artist's young 
child—and into its portrait more 
than skill and paint had gone— 
much of the warmth and feeling of 
the artist himself. 


How much like life! The real, 


noble, sacrificing, and heroic char- 
acters, forever hiding away from 
the crowd and from all publicity and 
acclaim—happy to serve and to per- 
form, "unheralded and unsung." 


The real characters of the world 


are rarely pictured upon the first 
pages of newspapers and written 
about near and far. You'll find 
them, however, where there is im- 
portant work to be done, where there 
is suffering, or sorrow, or where un- 
pleasant tasks await. They are the 
ones who are carrying on the work 
of the world. 


Like the hidden picture, with soul 


and feeling to it, the hidden heroes 
of the world are born, and like little 
candles, throw out a light—leaving 
a glow of glory behind.

THE SMALL HIDDEN PICTURE 
In going through an art gallery 
I am always intrigued by the small­ 
er pictures—those hung in corners, 
or away from the more dominant 
.Paul L. Roy J ones. as though they appeared too 
shy for the hangers to give them 
more prominence. 
And what, revelations! 
So fre­ 
quently these hidden pictures have 
far more soul and expressed feel­ 
ing than the larger, prominently 
hung ones. 
Why, I wonder? Cer­ 
tainly bigness or canvas space does 
not signify either great or important 
art. 
I was surprised when I first viewed 
the original Whistler’s “Portrait of 
My Mother,” and Winslow Homer’s 
magnificent “Eight Bells.”

much of the warmth and feeling of 
the artist himself. 
How much like life! 
The real.

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War Department Asks 12 Billion Dollars Worth Of Planes For Knockout Blow 


WANT 33,000 
CRAFT FOR BIG 
VICTORY DRIVE 


Washington, Jan. 23 
<AP)—An 
urgent request by Army officials for 
a $121)25,872,474 appropriation 
to 
construct 33,000 planes in prepara­ 
tion for “our offensive knockout 
blow” was sent to the House today 
—and speedy approval was taken 
for granted. 
Lieutenant General H. H. Arnold, 
deputy chief of staff for air. said 
the program was necessary to build 
up an air force both for the United 
States and its allies, and told the 
House Appropriations Committee: 
“We are not only accelerating the 
attainm ent of our original state of 
preparedness, but we also are con­ 
ducting combat operations and must 
concurrently build toward our offen­ 
sive knockout blow.” 
Craft, Guns, Ammunition 
Testimony by Arnold and other 
officials, made public today, showed 
that $7,144,056,340 of the hind—the 
largest single military appropriation 
in the history of Congress—would 
go for complete airplanes. Another 
$1,547,948,529 has been allocated for 
armament, aircraft cannon, small 
arms ammunition, bombs and pyro­ 
technics. 
Arnold said that the requested 
program, except for heavy bombers, 
was a continuation of the present 
rate of production and was made 
before President Roosevelt asked 
Congress for 60.000 planes in 1942 
and 125,000 in 1943. 
Disclosing that the pending ap­ 
propriation would cover procure­ 
ment of 23,000 combat planes and 
10,000 training craft, Arnold testified 
that he could not agree with a 
report of the Senate Defense In ­ 
vestigating Committee which as­ 
serted that relatively few of the 
nation’s planes were on a par with 
Axis craft.

Arnold said, but there were 
indications in other testimony—all 
of which was carefully edited by 
War Department and Congressional 
officials—that production

Arnold added that the War De­ 
partment has adopted a program of 
training pilots and mechanics, and 
constructing bases, -all figured out 
so that they will all be available 
at the right time."

Sir Archibald Sinclair told the 
House of Commons Thursday in 
opening debate on the adequacy of 
British airfield defense against In- 
vasion of the British isles. 


He said that the BAP'S new air- 


drome defense regiment would be 
'second to none." In British usage 
the regiment Is not a fixed number 
of men but includes a variable num- 
ber of battalions. The new airfield 
defense units are spoken of aS a 
regiment. 


Sinclair, as government spokesman 


in the debate, said that the army's 
chief job now was to organize "the 
greatest possible striking force for 
offensive operations on the Euro- 
pean continent." " 


Relief Army 


Explaining that the RAF had 


formed its new airdrome defense 
units to relieve the army of that 
onerous" protection 3o&, the spokes- 
man said: 


"The main task of the army is 


not defense but to organize from 
its strictly limited manpower re- 
sources the greatest possible striking 
force for offensive operations on'the 
continent." 


He added that the responsibility 


for ground defense of airfields re- 
mained, as before, with the army 
but that the RAF had assumed com- 
mand under army direction of forces 
stationed on the fields themselves 


In this, he said, "there have been 


the closest cooperation between the 
army and the RAP." '- 


Denies Jealousies 


Responding to criticism, over re- 


peated losses of landing fields in 
Greece, Crete and now Malaya, Sin- 
clair denied that efforts to deal with 
the problem had been "hindered or 
at all affected by any service Jeal- 
ousies which are being alleged in 
some quarters to exist." 


He said that the air ministry had 


created a directorate of ground de- 
fense to study the matter as earls 
as June, 1940, and added: 


"Probably few people realize how 


far we have already traveled from 
the extraordinarily and even alarm 
ingly low standard of airdrome de- 
fense which existed In this country 
after the battle of France," 


The air ministry, Sinclair said, 


"is quite alive to the risk of sabo- 
tage" on airdromes and so far none 
.has been 
committed, indicating 


that "our, coumer-measures-are-ade- 
quate."

the experiences of those nations which have actually been 
at war for more than two years. We particularly know what 
has happened in England, in Germany and in the neighbor- 
ing Commonwealth of Canada. 


An Associated Press dispatch from London recently 


states :x "Two years of war have brought bombs, death and 
destruction, but have not done away with that cherished 
institution, the British week-end." 


Canada, always our traditional friend and now our ally, has 


found that paid vacations are in complete accord with the war 
effort she has sustained as a part of the British common- 
wealth of nations for nearly two and a half years. 


These are the experiences of our friends. But what of our 


enemies? Would the iron regime imposed by the rulers of 
Germany admit of such "soft" ideas as travel and recrea- 
tion? It not only would, it does admit it. To disguise the 
painful and annoying realization that even 'the German civil- 
ian population needs rest from war, the astute propaganda 
ministry adopts the paternalistic pose. 


Recreational Plans 


For many months the United States Travel bureau has 


kept a record of the situation within Germany. It has col- 
lected the radioed announcements from Berlin that detail 
the extent of this great recreational program within the 
Keich and how important it is regarded by even the cynical 
Nazi overlords. As late as April 19,. 1941,, when Germany 
had been at war nearly two years, this radioed account of new 


communication, signaling, remote recreational plans reached this country from Berlin: 
control, navigation and direction- 
finding apparatus.

Foster Tourist Travel 


"Six million entries in this summer's school sports compe- 


tition indicates the extent to which German youth enjoys 
healthy leisure time under war conditions." 
~ Another Berlin radiogram dated March 29 states: "Tour- 
ist travel, present and future, is being fostered on an ever 
increasing scale by continental countries." 


This record of the experiences of nations long at war 


should be helpful to us. It should encourage us to promote 
travel to the limit in consonance with our war effort. Whole- 
some jest and recreational travel by our people contribute to 
rather than detract from, our successful prosecution of the 
struggle. 


Now, 
as in World War I, the American traveling public 


will be given every possible consideration in the program now 
formulated by the Government to coordinate operations of 
railroads, buses, airlines and passenger steamship services 
in -handling the increased traffic demands resulting from the 
actual outbreak of war. 


Free to Travel 


Americans are free to travel wherever they desire to go 


within the United States and this freedom applies generally 
to the countries of the Western Hemisphere. It is true that 
the United States Maritime commission has ordered the sus- 
pension of the publication of sailings "as a wartime precaution, 
but bookings continue to be made at the offices for lines serv- 
ing the West Indies, Central and South America. 


Americans have the finest transportation and accommo- 


dation services, in the world. These are so organized that for 
an indefinite period their equipment is ample to serve all 
demands made upon them without drawing upon priority 
materials. 


Travel is encouraged by economic experts who are anxious 


that the public, in addition to buying defense bonds, spend j 
its money on recreation, on amusements, on services, on 
travel, on anything that does not adversely affect the arms 
program. 


When the ledgers were closed at the end of 1941, recrea- 


HonK tional travel had added more than 17,000,000,000 to'the 


national income and had yielded hundreds'of millions of dol-j 
lars in revenue to the national Treasury. These huge figures j 
summarize the economic aspects of travel in the United j 
States and their importance cannot be over-emphasized at j 
a time when it is imperative that the nation raise great sums 
for defense. 


Aids National Unity 


" But travel makes another important contribution to tnei 
war effort. The attack on Pearl Harbor solidified our national 
unity at one stroke. Unity and a high civil morale are vital. 
On this point Administrator Paul V. McNutt, coordinator of 
alf health and welfare activities affecting the national defense 
in a signed "statement nationally released urges travel "to 
keep Americans fit for patriotic duty."'

The Qovernment’s Point Of 
View On Travel This Year 


(Continued from Page One) 
the experiences of those nations which have actually been 
at war for more than two years. We particularly know what 
has happened in England, in Germany and in the neighbor­ 
ing Commonwealth of Canada. 
An Associated Press dispatch from London recently 
states: “Two years of war have brought bombs, death and 
destruction, but have not done away with that cherished 
institution, the British week-end.” 
Canada, always our traditional friend and now our ally, has 
found that paid vacations are in complete accord with the war 
effort she has sustained as a part of the British common­ 
wealth of nations for nearly two and a half years. 
These are the experiences of our friends. But what of our 
enemies? Would the iron regime imposed by the rulers of 
Germany admit of such “soft” ideas as travel and recrea­ 
tion? 
It not only would, it does admit it. 
To disguise the 
painful and annoying realization that even the German civil­ 
ian population needs rest from war, the astute propaganda 
ministry adopts the paternalistic pose. 
Recreational Plans 
For many months the United States Travel bureau has 
kept a record of the situation within Germany. 
It has col­ 
lected the radioed announcements from Berlin that detail 
the extent of this great recreational program within the 
Reich and how important it is regarded by even the cynical 
Nazi overlords. 
As late as April Ii), 1941, when Germany 
had been at war nearly two years, this radioed account of new 
recreational plans reached this country from Berlin: 
“A far-reaching project to expand available recreational 
facilities has just been decreed by the Reich Transport Min­ 
ister, Dr. Julius Dorpmueller. 
Hereafter the entire network 
j of Reich waterways is to serve for leisure time purposes. 
Along the many beautiful streams and rivers, the lake shores 
and power reservoirs, spaces for tent camps will be made 
available. 
Pleasure boats are permitted on all ship canals. 
Districts of particular scenic charm along waterways will 
(be made easily accessible through new roads. 
New water­ 
ways are to be built with this broad program in view. Guests 
and overnight accommodations will spring- up on all these 
recreation centers. Watersporfs will likewise play an imper- > 
tant part in the plan, especially canoeing, for decades a popu­ 
lar sport in Germany.** 
Another radiogram on the same date as above, but from 
Berlin, states: 
Foster Tourist Travel 
“Six million entries iii this summer’s school sports compo- 
1 tition indicates the extent to which German youth enjoys 
healthy leisure time under war conditions.” 
Another Berlin radiogram dated March 29 states: “Tour- ! 
ist travel, present and future, is being fostered on an ever 
increasing scale by continental countries.” 
This record of the experiences of nations long ut war 
J should be helpful to us. 
It should encourage us to promote 
travel to the limit in consonance with our war effort. Whole­ 
som e rest and recreational travel by our people contribute to 
rather than detract from, our successful prosecution of the j 
struggle. 
Now, as in World War I. the American traveling public 
will be given every possible consideration in the program now 
formulated by the Government to coordinate operations of j 
railroads, buses, airlines and passenger steamship services 
in handling the increased traffic demands resulting from the 
actual outbreak of war. 
Free to Travel 
Americans are free to travel wherever they desire to go 
I w ithin the United States and this freedom applies generally 
to the countries of the Western Hemisphere. 
It is true that 
j the United States Maritime commission has ordered the sus-j 
pension of the publication of sailings as a wartime precaution, j 
but bookings continue to be made at the offices for lines serv- 
j ing the West Indies, Central and South America. 
Americans have the finest transj>ortation and accommo­ 
dation services in the world. These are so organized that for 
an indefinite period their equipment is ample to serve all 
demands made upon them w ithout drawing upon priority I 
materials. 
Travel is encouraged by economic experts who are anxious 
that the public, in addition to buying defense bonds, spend 
j its money on recreation, on amusements, on services, on ( 


j travel, on anything that does not adversely affect the arms 
program. 
When the ledgers were closed at the end of 1911, recrea­ 
tional travel had added more than ?7,OOO,UUU,OOO to the 
national income and had yielded hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars iii revenue to the national Treasury. These huge figures 
summarize the economic aspects of travel in the United 
States and their importance cannot be over-emphasized at 
a time when it is imperative that the nation raise great sums 
for defense. 
Aids National Unity 
But travel makes another important contribution to the 
war effort. The attack on Pearl Harbor solidified our national 
unity at one stroke. 
Unity and a high civil morale are vital. 
On this point Administrator Paul V. McNutt, coordinator of 
all health and welfare activities affecting the national defense 
in a signed statement nationally released urges travel “to 
keep Americans fit for patriotic duty.” 
Reports from every section of the country indicate un 
increase of nearly 20 per cent over the amazing travel totals 
of 1940. 
Attendance in the national parks und other areas 
administered by the National Park service, always un accu­ 
rate barometer of travel, jumped from around seventeen mil­ 
lion to more than twenty-one million. 
Americans lust year 
came to the full realization of the outstanding scenic attrac-

Other millions found a new

people. 
Wherever Americans go it will be with the satisfying 
- conviction that travel now is not only a thrilling and enjoy­ 
able experience, it is an adventure in democracy that 
I strengthens the Nation for stern duties ahead.
